RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

Document Al discloses a fusing apparatus which has a plurality of coils placed by 
dividing in the axis direction of a fuser roller, and in which the plurality of coils are 
connected in forward direction or alternately so that the heating efficiency by the magnetic 
coupling with the fuser roller becomes maximum, in an induction heating fusing device 
having the fuser roller, a pressure roller, the coils for the induction heating by applying AC 
magnetic field to the fuser roller, temperature detection means to detect the fuser roller, and a 
control means which controls the temperature of the fuser roller by controlling the AC current 
applied to the coil. 

Document A2 discloses a fusing apparatus characterized by measuring two or more 
places for the surface temperature of the heating roller or the pressure roller without 
contacting it by one temperature sensor, in the fusing apparatus which passes the transfer 
material, on which the non-fused toner image is formed, between a heating roller and a 
pressure roller, and fuses the toner image on the transfer material by heating and applying 
pressure. "Two or more places" are characterized by being a paper path and a non-paper path. 
The fusing apparatus is characterized by deciding the measuring point of the paper path and 
non-paper path based on the information of the width size of the transfer material. 

English translation of the foreign-language documents are not readily available. 
However, the absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider 
the submitted foreign language docimients (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). English 
language abstracts are provided herewith.
